Idea of Imperial federation may cause 
its energetic colonies to reorganize it 
as Julius Caesar did the Roman empire. 
Not until her colonies abandon her, not 
until hor sen power dw indles aw ay for 
lack of means to ’support it, will Eng­ 
land fall.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


W ashington, Jan. 28.— Germany has 
SO laid out the work In connection w ith 
the naval 
shipbuilding 
programme 
adopted in 1899 that instead of being 
completed in 1916 as originally contem­ 
plated, all the ships will be ready for 
service by 1906. 
This im portant infor­ 
mation has been received by the navy 
departm ent and has been given cre­ 
dence by the naval board. 
The pro­ 
gramme now being carried out will add 
to the Herman fleet 84 battleships, 90 
large cruisers and 48 small cruisers, all 
thoroughly modern. 
There will be 
other and older battleships available for 
duty ami tho German fleet will conse­ 
quently have a strength of more than 
40 battleships. 
The haste being observed by the Ger­ 
man emperor in construction of his now 
navy is directly traceable, of course, to 
provide his government w ith a navy 
which shall properly protect its inter, 
ests. 
The feeling is th at of especial im ­ 
portance to this country in view of the 
possibility of trouble between it and 
Germany to "hieh Representative Foss 
made referee e when the navy bill was 
nuder consideration in the house and to 
which Secretary Root also called atten­ 
tion in connection w ith the necessity 
for an increase of the arm y when he 
said there was “ one nation tho United 
States must not lose sight of.” 
Tho naval war Itoard, which under in­ 
structions given by Sts1 re fury Long last 
summer devoted itself to tho pre [Mira­ 
tion of plans of campaign to be followed 
in Chinese and Egyptian w aters in case 
of hostilities w ith other powers, practi­ 
cally has completed this and it is under­ 
stood is now devoting itself to the 
problems in connection w ith the defense 
of the U nited States aud its nearer de­ 
pendencies. 
No one here expects hostilities w ith 
Germany or any o tlier nation and the 
president is doing everything in Ilia 
power to foster friendly relations. There 
is no doubt he and other adm inistration 
officials sincerely regret the course G er­ 
many has pursued in the Chinese nego­ 
tiations. 
The Berlin governm ent has recently 
shown a willingness to make a resolu­ 
tion of the Chinese problem more prob­ 
able aud the change of attitude is a 
m atter of much gratification in official 
circles here. 
It is hoped by the admin- I 
titration that haste being observed in 
the completion of the shipbuilding pro­ 
gram has no reference to the United 
States ami it is to be expected th at the 
Berlin authorities will 
disavow that 
this is so. 
At the same time this country under­ 
stands the necessity of being prepared 
and will probably urge congress to con­ 
tinue the policy of increasing the navy. 
W ith the two battleships authorized in 
the pending naval bill the United States 
will by 1904 have a fleet of 18 battle­ 
ships and IO armored cruisers.

w ill be less than half the strength of 
tho German navy in 1900.
